Ray Cavender, Hog Market- 
ing Specialist at Auburn, had 
this to say the other day about 
producing feeder pigs, “Den’t 
let low feeder pig prices scare 
you out. You'll make money 
selling piggy sows at market 
discounts. Demand for feeder 
will pick up as farmers look for 
hogs to clean corn fields. Have 
feeder pigs ready to sell during 
months when finished hog pri- 
ces are best. Feeder pig prices 
generally follow the finished 
market.” 

I think this pretty well sums 
up the feeder pig jot. Certain- 
ly the fact that hog prices are 
low shouldn't cause us to panic 
into selling breed sows and 
gilts. This is especially true if 
we have enough feed on hand 
to stay in business. 

Orchards 

Several of my 4-H club boys 
have planted orchard trees and 
vines the past two or three 
years, John Bagby, specialist in 
orchards, at Auburn, reminded 
me last week that the season 
for planting trees and vines 
is almost here. He told me to 
emphasize fruits that require 
the least attention such as 
muscadines, figs, pears, and 
trailing blackberries. He didn’t 
Overtook pecan trees, Pecan 
trees make beautiful shade 
trees as well as produce nuts, 
Mr. Bazby suggested that pea- 
l plums, and bunch 
grapcs will not give satisfactory 
resudts without pruning = or 
spraying. In other words, if you 
plamt these fruit trees, you will 
have to do your pruning and 
spraying to succeed. 

December is the ideal time to 
plant trees and vines. I would

There are several Ways to kill 
rats. Probably the best is to use 
a ready-made dry ceral bait 
and a poison water bait. These 
are anticoagulants, They cause 
internal bleeding. Rats simply 
eat themselves to death. ft 
takes 5 to 14 days to kill a rat 
using this method. Poison 
should be kept where rats can 
get it year round, Don't let 
children and pets get the poi- 
Son. AS a result of our demon- 
Strations on rat control this 
month, I am sure that a lot of 
rats will be killed between now 
and Christmas,
